extends to the Indian, and includes

M ontana legislators outlawed the 
Peyotc drink, without knowing of 
its use and effect. Indians assert 
The Blackfoot tribe sent a m edi­ 
cine m an. and two young braves 
to H elena to petition for an am end­ 
m ent to the drug and narcotics act 
allowing 
the 
continuance 
of 
old 
tribal ceremonies 
in 
which the 
participants imbibed of Peyote. Al­ 
though the state laws do not pre­ 
vail on federal Indian reservations 
they sought to harm onize the state 
and federal laws, and an am end­ 
m ent is now pending to this effect. 
Nevada Indians Protest 
Similarly, law m akers of Nevada 
have banned Ptodi, a drink very 
m uch like 
the 
beverage distilled 
from the Peyote bean 
Nevada In ­ 
dians are protesting
